“While the soldier is pre-occu- 





pied with the tensions and respon- | 


sibilities of war, the werld has 
been changing around us with a 
velocity we can hardly compre- 
hend,” Dr. J. BE. Caster of Clare- 
mont told an. audience of 137 per- 
sons last night in the Upland Hle- 
mentary school auditorium at the 
first of five forum lectures spon- 
sored DYe§he Upland Coordinating 
coungk * 

“You and I have not had an op- 
portunity to experience this 
change. But the men ,articipat- 
ing in warfare have experienced it. 


WITHOUT PARALLEL 

“These men, your friends and 
relatives and sons, are going 
through an experience which is 
definitely unique in human _ his- 
tory. These men have been ex- 
posed to privations unc pain and 
tragedy of war witout parallel 
throughout history. . Never he- 
fore has this business of killing 
reached such a high degree of ef- 
ficiency. 

“At no time before have men 
been able to devise machines that 
have extended the range of their 
trigger finger so far. 

“These men have had to live 
with fear, day after day and at 
night for weeks on end, tying 
their insides up in knots, a fear 
that clearly is devastating. A 
great many of thes? men are go- 
ing to bear the marks of war in 
terms of nothing we can see see 
but in their nervous systems. A 
good many of the wounds these 
men will bring back are going to 
be deep psychological wounds. 
They are major wounds. They will 
be covered 1p but they will come 
cut in subtle ways. 

“The treatment of serious cases 
resulting from war is going to be 
none of our business,’ he declared. 
“The wisest thing for us to do is 
to discover where the experts are 
and see that the expeits aré called 
in. It is no place for amateurs to 
dabble in. 

OUR RESPONSIBILITY 

“We don’t have to worry if the 
returning man is normal. 

“The responsibility we have is to 
help this returning man slip into 
his community with as little stress 
and strain as possible, to avoid 
making him self-conscious, to 
avoid prying unduly into his par- 
ticular case to find cut how he 
became wounded. 

“We must respect his privacy 
but let him know we do have a 
tremendous sense of affection. We 
do not want him to be made to 
feel he is being made a hero to- 
day and tomorrow he is going to 
be a nuisance. 

“We must assume he is a nor- 
mal human being who has gone 
through tremendous experiences. 
If he wants to share them with 
us, it is all right. 

“We must try to help him with- 
out disturbing his self-conscious- 
ness. We must give him a help- 
ing hand if he needs it. 

“J think we could make no 
greater mistake than to get ex- 
cited about him so that when he 
returns to the community every- 
one will look at him and say: 
‘What can I do to help you?’” 

GIRLS FRIHTENGED 

He quoted an article from the 
“New Yorker’ magazine telling of 
psychiatric and rehabilitation ex- 
perts setting the stage for the re- 
turning veterans which concludes 
that girls are being so frightened 


handling to be given soldiers that 
they are going to be problems 
themselves. It advises girls who 
have husbands in the war that 
men cannot endure being treated 
with studied intelligence by any 
other member of the household. 

Psychiatrists and nurses have 
discovered that soldiers want to 
talk about their war experiences if 
listeners are attentive. 

“Jt is rather important to know 
how to listen to these men,” he 
said. “If one does not listen in- 
telligently, they shut up like the 
proverbial clam.’

Medicine has made more pro- 
gress within the last five years 
than in the preceeding 2000 years, 
Dr. J. E. Caster of Claremont de- 
clared last night at the first forum 
meeting on social relations with 
returning service men at the Up- 
land Elementary school auditor- 
ium. 


The death rate has been re-|. 


markably small at Iwo Jima, he 
remarked. Two hospital ships are 
anchored off the shore to care for 
wounded brought from the battle- 
fields. 

“Men in active service are al- 
most unanimous in their expres- 
sion of appreciation of and ad- 
miration for the self-sacrifice and 
willingness to work shown by the 
medical corps, who go on_ until 
fatigue drops them in _ their 
tracks,” he stated. 

Dr. Caster said hundreds of 
thousands of men who have. never 
had a doctor’s treatment in their 
lives are learning forsthe first 
time the facilities medicine has at 
its command. 

Those men, he said, are going 
to want medicine in their com- 
munities, 

People living in Upland and 
Claremont, possessed of fine hos- 
pitals and accustomed to the best 
in medical care, tend to regard 
that condition as standard 
throughout the United States. 
But “somewhere between 30,000,- 
000 and 45,000,000 people in the 
United States never had contact 
with physicians in their” éntire 
lives,’ he explained. ‘Whole sec- 
tions in this country have no medi- 
cal service.” 

He said socialized medicine 
frightens’ people because it is a 
new term, to which they have not 
become accustomed, although the 








postoffice is accepted and is So- 
cialized business. 

While some physicians oppose 
it as an encroachment upon their 
free enterprise, he said the pa- 





tients have a larger “free enter- 
prise’ at stake and that social- 
ized medicine in some form is 
inevitable.

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Army Warns That 
Prisoners Are 
‘Not Dangerous 


Three German prisoners of war 
who escaped from a work gang 
picking citrus in a grove on Twen- 
ty-first street west of Mountain 
avenue Tuesday are still at large, 
Upland police department report- 
ed today. 

A rumor was circulating in Up- 
land last night that one of the 
three Nazis had been recaptured, 
but it was unfounded, police say. 


The United States army in an 
informal statement this morning 
said the escape of the war prison- 
ers need not cause alarm among 
Upland residents. German prison- 
ers of war have escaped from 
other camps but not one has ever 
committed an act of violence, it 
was pointed out. 


HUNDREDS IN SEARCH 

Hundreds of soldiers, Upland 
police officers and reserves, agents 
of the federal bureau of investiga- 
tion, immigration officials and .de- 
puties of Sheriff Emmett L. Shay 
have combed the Upland citrus 
area since Tuesday afternoon in 
search of the escaped men. 

Army officers after communi- 
eating with superiors in Wash- 
ington, D. C. this morning relaxed 
censorship . regulations to state 
that no prisoner of war has com- 
mitted an act of sabotage. 


War prisoners sometimes ‘‘take 
a holiday,” but normally those 
who escape are recaptured with- 
in 48 hours. 

Army guards are Specially 
trained to handle the prisoners 
but even under the best of condi- 
tions prisoners occasionally es- 
cape. Prisoners are treated fair- 
ly but firmly. 

Army officials stressed the fact 
that war prisoners are not crim- 
inals. To say that these men are 
dangerous is misleading, one stat- 
ed, and another official said he 
saw no cause of alarm. If the 
men weredafigerous, a Sufficient 
armed patrol] would be out. 

The German war prisoners are 
put to work under terms of the 
Geneva convention and while they 
do not all perform their work sat- 
isfactorily at all times, they give 
no trouble. 

They have been employed in 
Upland citrus groves to relieve 
manpower shortages. The men 
who have been working here are 
quartered at Camp Ayres at 
Chino. 


DESCRIPTIONS GIVEN 


Names and descriptions of the 
three escaped prisoners of war 
are: 


Helmut Maschevski, 25, six feet 
two inches tall, 187 pounds, blue 
eyes, brown hair and chunky build. 

Valentin Meindl, 19, five feet 
nine inches tall, 185 pounds, gray 
eyes, fair skin, brown hair and 
chunky build. 

Gebhard Neumair, 22, five feet 
nine inches tall, 141 pounds, blue 
eyes, fair complexion, blonde, thin 
face and thin mouth, 


The three escapees were report- 
ed dressed in blue denim overalls, 
jumpers and shirts with white let- 
ters ‘“P-W" stamped on back. 

A pair of trousers apparently 
discarded by one of the men was 
found. Along with the clothing 
found in an orange grove was a 
can of brown shoe polish, partly 
used, which may have been used 
to blot out the ““P-W” stencil on 


the backs of their shirts.

As one feature of an article on 
lambs, “Karakul Cheese” is dis- 
cussed. Above the article is a pic- 
ture showing Miss Olivene Ruth 
West with a Karakul sheep. Miss 
West is employed as secretary in 
the Karakul Fur Farm showroom 
at 270 Second avenue. 

The article follows: 

“Byproduct of the karakul lamb 
fur industry, now being developed 
in this country, is the rich milk 
which can be converted into a feta- 
type cheese. New to the U-S. but 
long a European food staple, feta 
cheese is white, is soaked in brine, 
and before the war came from 
Greece. On the Upland, Calif. kar- 
akul sheep ranch, initiated eight 
years ago by Harold Hemingway, 
income from ewe milk—which 
otherwise would go to waste after 
the lambs are killed. for their 
pelts—averages $6 a month per 
milking ewe.. A gallon of sheep 
milk yields 3% pounds of cheese 
worth about $3.15 at retail.

For five 
months he eluded the gestapo, his 
experiences constituting a saga 
of adventure difficult of duplica- 
tion. 

As he fled from one nation to 
another, he was able to see and 
judge at first hand what the rise 
of Hitlerism had done and was 
doing to peaceful European coun- 
tries. 

He is a member of the Nether- 
lands Study Group for Post-war 
Reconstruction and daily receives 
advance notices from the Dutch 
news agency, Aneta, which keep 
him up to the minute in the func- 


tions of the European’ under- 
ground. 
Since coming to the United 


States, he has spoken on lectuyze 
platforms in 40 states and has 
become ag familiar in this country 
as he was in Europe and Great 
Britain before the war.

In 1940, he related, he cabled te 
the United States the details of an 
interview with three Japanese ta- 
ken prisoners in China and when 
he returned to Tokyo was arrest- 
ed for “libeling Japan.” The 
judge before whom he was tried 
shouted at him that the emperor's 
soldiers are never taken prisoner. 
They win victories, they are killed 
or they commit hari kari, but they 
do not surrender. 
SIGN AND RESIGN 

He said the Japanese in frock 
coats and striped trousers love to 
attend international conferences 
and sign treaties but abide by the 
terms of covenants only as they 
suit Nipponese convenience. To 
Sign and resign is a Japanese 
character trait, he commented. 

He recommended that there be 
no diplomatic, consular or trade 
relationships with Japan for 10 
years and no oil and that they 
clear their shipping through Ma- 
nila. He suggested the United 
States place a commissioner in 
Tokyo to maintain order, 

He said Russia will want Man- 
churia and Korea and that Britain 
will want Malaya, Singapore, Ran- 
goon and Hong Kong, United 
States, he said, should control the 
mandated islands, and should ad- 


minister Manchuria and Formose 
until they can be returned to 
China.
